MM  Created  this  year  by  the 
4glslature.  This  movement  had  Its 
aodern  origin  In  Oreat  Britain 
ome  thirty  years  ago  when  garden 
tttri  began  to  be  established.  The 
mitsd  States  took  up  the  movement 
Mh  its  accustomed  vigor,  and  to- 
ay  over  six  hundred  communities, 
ncludlng  most  of  the  large  cities, 
ave  adopted  town  planning 
chemes.  Canada  has  lagged  behind 
he  Mother  Country  and  the  United 
taxes  in  this  matter,  but  has  the 
eneflt  of  their  accumulated  ex- 
erience. 

Town  planning  is  a  large  and  lnf- 
ortant  subject,  and  zoning  is  mere- 
/  one  of  its  phases.  Among  the 
bjects  of  zoning  are  the  preserva- 
lon  of  the  amenities  of  residenUal 
lstrlcts,  the  protection  of  property 
alues,  and  the  provision  oT  health 
tvtng  light  and  air  around  the 
ggoes  of  the  people.  Without  a 
Dning  by-law,  a  persons  property 
lay  become  heavily  depreciated  al- 
lost  overnight,  and  his  welfare 
ompromised  by  the  action  of  some 
eighbor.  For  instance,  a  man  may 
wn  a  valuable  home,  representing 
large  part  of  his  savings,  and  a 
ore  or  a  service  station  or  a 
iticral  parlor  may  be  erected  on  the 
ext  lot  or  across  the  street.  Or 
n  apartment  block  or  house  may 
e  built  right  up  to  his  property  line 
locking  the  light  from  his  windows, 
•r  he  and  his  neighbors  may  possess 
gstfe*  of  well-kept  and  beautiful 
'ont  gardens;  taking  a  pride  in 
iclr  homes  and  not  wishing  to  in- 
HM  the  value  of  their  own  property, 
of  them  who  own  cars  have 
d  their  garages  at  the  rear  of 
lelr  premises.  But  some  lndl- 
idual  hsvtng  Just  bought  a  car.

BERLIN,  Sept.  23  Baron  Ago 
von  Maltzan.  German  ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  and  five  others 
were  hurled  to  death  today  when  an 
airplane  In  which  the  baron  was 
flying  to  meet  his  wife  and  child 
crashed  to  earth  near  Schlelz,  ln 
Thuringia.  The  accident,  one  of 
the  worst  ln  German  commercial 
aviation's  history,  has  plunged  the 
Oerman  nation  into  grief  and 
caused  consternation  In  German  fly- 
ing circles. 

The  plane  was  one  operated  by 
Lufthansa,  the  Government  sub- 
sidized aviation  company.  It  was 
of  the  Dormler-Merkur  type  and 
had  been  in  operation  for  several 
months  Mechanics  Inspected  It  this 
morning  before  it  left  for  Berlin, 
and  so  far  the  exact  cause  of  the 
accident  has  not  been  determined 
An  eyewitness  told  of  seeing  the 
plane  over  Schlelz  and  of  how  a 
wing  rnimpled  as  the  plane  plunged 
to  earth  The  pilot  in  charge  was 
W.  Charlett,  a  trusted  navigator, 
who  had  been  a  pilot  since  1923  and 
had  flown  more  than  150.000  miles 
for  Lufthansa  without  an  accident 

The  Inability  of  aviation  authori-

district.  There  are  five  apartment 
districts.  The  first  is  on  the  Up- 
lands carllne  between  Estevan  Ave- 
nue and  the  Uplands;  the  second 
consists  of  the  two  blocks  on  the 
waterfront  between  Willows  Park 
and  the  Uplands;  the  third  Is  on 
Oak  Bay  Avenue,  roughly  from 
Mitchell  Street  to  Hampshire  Road; 
the  fourth  consist*  of  waterfront 
property  from  Beresford  Street  to 
Currle  Road,  and  the  fifth  is  also 
on  the  waterfront,  from  Herrick 
Street  to  opposite  the  Oolf  Links. 
There  are  seven  small  retail  dis- 
tricts, corresponding  more  or  less 
to  the  areas  now  occupied  by 
stores.  These  districts  are  merely 
local  shopping  centres,  and  should 
suffice  for  a  suburban  population  of 
30.000;  the  proximity  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  renders  It  unnecessary  to 
provide  a  large  central  area  for 
business  purposes.  The  first  of 
these  districts  is  at  the  Junction  of 
Estevan  Avenue  and  Musgrave 
Street,  the  second  on  Cadboro  Bay 
Road  near  the  Arena,  the  third  and 
fourth  on  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  the  fifth 
at  the  Oak  Bay  car  terminus,  the 
sixth  consists  of  nine  lots  at  Mc- 
Neill and  Victoria  Avenues,  and 
seventh  of  eight  lots  at  Central 
Avenue  and  St.  Patrick  Street.  There 
are  five  garage  districts  totaling 
twenty-two  lots,  to  provide  for  ser- 
vice stations  and  public  garages.  At 
present  four  of  theae  establishments 
supply  the  wants  of  5,000  people. 
Three  of  the  districts  are  on  Cad- 
boro Bay  Road,  one  on  Oak  Bay 
Avenue  near  Mitchell  Street,  and 
the  fifth  is  the  lot  opposite  the  Oak 
Bay  Hotel  now  occupied  by  a 
garage,

The  Farming  District,  so-called, 
consists  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany land  and  Fair  O rounds  Ow- 
ing to  the  special  conditions  ob- 
taining in  this  area  it  was  consid- 
ered advisable  to  make  It  a  separate 
district.  The  unrestricted  District 
consists  of  the  block  opposite  the 
Chinese  Cemetery  at  the  extreme 
south  end  of  the  municipality.  This 
block  is  already  occupied  in  part  by 
houses  of  a  somewhat  Inferior  type, 
and  on  account  of  the  peculiar 
wording  of  one  part  of  the  Town- 
Plannlng  Act  it  appeared  neceasary 
to  have  at  least  a  small  portion 
of  the  municipality  where  no  re- 
strictions existed  in  regard  to  build- 
ings 

The  names  indicate  in  a  general 
way  the  buildings  which  may  be 
built  or  maintained  In  the  respec- 
tive districts.  But  the  present  use 
of  existing  buildings  Is  not  affected 
by  the  by-law.  While  dwellings 
may  be  built  in  any  district,  apart- 
ments, hotels,  restaurant*,  stores  and 
other  places  of  business  may  not 
be  built  In  the  Residence  District 
Similarly  stores  may  not  be  built 
in  Apartment  Districts,  and  no  exist- 
ing building  can  be  converted  Into 
-a  tore  except  in  the  Retail,  Oarage, 
and  Unrestricted  Districts 

Setback  lines  are  an  Important 
feature  of  the  new  law  In  the 
Residence  District  all  buildings  must 
be  at  leant  twenty-five  feet  from  a 
street  or  from  the  rear  of  a  lot.. 
An  exception  nf  course  Is  made  at 
corners,  where  dwellings,  but  not 
garages,  may  be  built  twelve  feet 
from  the  side  of  a  lot  Each  house 
must  be  at  least  five  feet  from  the 
side  of  the  lot.  but  the  total  width 
of  the  two  side  yards  must  he  not

twenty-three  feet.  On  a  corner  the 
minimum  setback  from  the  outer 
side  line  is  twelve  fait. 

In  Retail  and  Oarage  Districts 
height  must  not  exceed  thirty  feet 
from  ground  floor  to  eaves  or  cor- 
nice. A  minimum  open  space  of 
2.000  square  feet  is  required  on  eacfl 
lot.  The  usual  setback  is  ten  feet, 
but  twenty  feet  is  required  on  cer- 
tain streets  such  as  Cadboro  Bay 
Road  and  St.  Patrick  Street.  With 
certain  exceptions  the  full  width  of 
the  lot  may  be  occupied  in  these 
districts. 

No  building  may  be  erected  in  any 
district,  except  the  unrestricted  dis- 
trict, unless  specifically  permitted. 
In  particular,  factories,  storage 
yards,  warehouses,  funeral  parlors, 
laundries  and  veterinary  hospitals 
are  prohibited.  The  waterfront  may 
not  be  used  for  the  landing  of  fish 
for  commercial  purposes. 

Where  undue  hardship  or  special 
conditions  occur  an  appeal  may  be 
made  to  a  board,  which  has  power 
to  relax  the  regulations  according 
to  the  circumstance* 

Before  the  by-law  comes  into  ef- 
fect the  Council  must  hold  a  public 
hearing.  This  hearing  will  take 
place  on  Friday  evening.  September 
30  at  8  o'clock  In  the  Council  Cham- 
ber. Municipal  Hall,  Oak  Bay 
Avenue.

On  the  trip  which  has  taken  Mr. 
Aylsworth  through  most  of  the 
prairies,  a  visit  was  also  paid  to  the 
Peace  River  district,  which  appealed 
very  strongly  to  him.  The  crops 
there  were  uniformly  good  and  the 
yield  excellent.  He  had  not  been 
prepared,  he  said,  to  meet  such  a 
condition  of  affairs  as  he  saw  dur- 
ing his  tour  of  that  district. 
PRODUCTIVE  LAND 

"It  is  difficult  to  Imagine  a  more 
uniformly  rich  area  of  land."  said 
Mr  Aylsworth.  "Usually  diversified 
conditions  are  met  with,  and  while 
there  may  be  a  large  proportion  of 
the  land  good,  there  are  in  nearly 
all  other  parts  of  the  country  sec- 
tions that  are  not  up  to  standard  for 
crop  raising.  In  the  Peace  district, 
however,  there  appeared  to  be  a 
uniform  condition,  with  all  the  land 
rich  and  productive." 

He  visited  the  farm  of  Mr.  H. 
Trelle.  the  famous  prize  winner  in 
wheat  production,  who  Is  located  at 
Wembley.  He  Is  still  experimenting 
with  his  mystery  wheat  which  has 
won  so  much  fame.

Attention  is  called  by  Leo.  K.  Wil- 
son in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle 
to  a  recent  change  in  the  law  of 
California  which  removed  the  pro- 
tection from  bears  In  Districts  1. 
IH,  2.  2 '4  until  July  1,  1930.  That 
area  comprises  practically  all  of  the 
counties  of  northern  California, 
where  there  are  any  bear  to  be 
found  and  throws  things  wide 
to  the  man  who  goes  after  them 
with  steel  traps. 

In  three  years'  time  the  number 
will  be  so  cut  down  that  there  will 
be  little  need  for  future  protection 
in  many  places.  It  will  mean  that 
Summer  vacationists  will  be  able  to 
kill  bears  at  that  time  of  the  year 
when  the  pelts  will  be  worthless  and 
also  kill  females  early  in  the  Spring 
when  they  are  busy  taking  care  of 
two  or  three  helpless  cubs.  The  case 
against  the  black  bear  has  never 
been  conclusively  proven,  and  it 
seems  too  bad  to  remove  all  protec- 
tion without  some  saving  clause, 
stockmen  could  protect  their  inter- 
ests under  the  old  laws  when  these 
animals  were  found  killing  domestic 
stock.  What  help  It  will  be  to  them 
to  allow  indiscriminate  killing  is 
hard  to  determine 

California  permitted  the  grizzly 
bear  to  be  exterminated  and  now 
seems  determined  that  the  black 
bear  shall  go  the  same  way. 

The  American  Oame  Protective

Foreigner  in 
Japan  Taking 
I  f>  Lantzuu'jit 

TOKIO.  Sept  23  — What  with  the 

"modern  girl"  and  the  "modern 
boy,"  both  home  products  of  Japan, 
the  "modern  foreigner"  has  also 
made  bis  appearance  He  Is  dis- 
tinct from  the  old-fashioned  for- 
eigner in  that  he  makes  a  more 
sincere  effort  to  learn  the  Japanese 
language  that  his  predecessor  Ig- 
nored. 

He  still  has  a  long  way  to  go.  how- 
ever. It  was  pointed  out  Tuesday  by 
Dr.  M.  Anesakl.  Imperial  Univer- 
sity representative  of  the  Associa- 
tion Concordia  and  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Japanese  Language 
School  Exactly  as  the  modern  girl 
and  modern  boy  usually  are  not 
half  as  modern  as  they  think  they 
are.  the  modern  foreigner  on  an 
average  speaks  far  more  Japanese 
than  those  of  previous  years,  but 
not  half  as  much  as  he  should,  it 
was  pointed  out 

Of  course,  the  comparison  is  not 
between  the  foreigner  who  arrived 
a  large  number  of  years  ago  and  re- 
mained in  Japan  for  any  great 
length  of  time,  but  the  average 
foreigner  who  comes  and  goes  on 
a  contract,  remaining  often  not 
longer  than  three  years. 

"Foreigners  are  making  a  greater 
effort  to  learn  Japanese  than  in 
previous  years."  Dr.  Anesakl  said 
Tuesday.  "There  is  a  greater  ten- 
dency to  learn  the  language  and 
understand  the  Japanese,  but  sadly 
enough,  the  efforts  are  not  made  in 
the  right  direction. 

"The  ability  to  read  Is  of  over- 
whelming importance,  and  even  the 
children  born  in  Japan  of  foreign 
parents  are  not  being  taught  to 
read  and  write  Japanese  as  they 
should.  The  modern  foreigner  may 
be  a  Japanese -speaking  foreigner  to 
some  extent,  especially  the  foreign- 
er born  here,  but  he  is  not  a  Jap- 
anese-writing or  a  Japanese -reading 
foreigner,  and  to  obtain  a  strong 
foothold  the  modern  foreigner 
should  be  able  to  read  The  children 
educated  in  Japan  and  born  of 
foreign  parents  should  be  taught  to 
read  and  write  Japanese. 

"I  am  not  so  sure  about  how  far 
the  modern  foreigner  who  is  a 
businessman  has  advanced  In  ability 
to  speak,  but  those  who  come  out 
on  student  and  mission  tasks  are 
much  more  advanced.  I  certainly 
believe  foreigners  of  all  lines  are 
taking  more  to  Japanese,  but  it  Is 
difficult  to  establish  how  much  this 
is  true  without  figures  to  go  by. 

"The  children  of  foreign  parents 
are  learning  Japanese  by  picking  It 
up.  thereby  acquiring  rather  a  weak 
knowledge  of  the  language,  not 
what  should  be  true  at  all.  The  fact 
remains,  however,  that  there  are 
more  foreigners  speaking  Japanese 
than  In  the  past.  This  already  is 
true  in  the  case  of  the  young  mod- 
ern foreigner  who  was  born  here  or 
came  when  young. 

"It  reaUy  is  unfortunate  they  do 
no*/  acquire  a  strong  foothold  in  the 
language  by  learning  all  branches 
of  It.  The  difficulty  of  learning 
characters  can  be  met  and  conquered 
when  one  Is  young  easier  than  any 
other  time.  For  children  and  adults 
there  now  are  being  published  many 
more  magazines  and  other  pam- 
phlets in  Romanized  spelling  than 
formerly.  This  ought  to  help.  It 
will  make  Japanese  more  accessible 
to  the  foreigner. 

"The  modem  foreigner  Is  advanc- 
ing, but  the  manner  of  learning  the 
language  still  is  lackadaisical  and 
without  the  knowledge  of  how  to 
read  the  baste  foothold  is  missing 
which  is  essential  for  true  under- 
standing in  heart  and  soul  between 
Japanese  and  foreigners."

FARTHER  PLANS 

A  question  as  to  the  wheat  pool 
system  of  the  west  and  the  Brother- 
hood's attitude  towards  it,  brought 
out  the  statement  that  the  Doukho- 
bors  already  have  a  system  similar 
to  that  of  the  pool,  with  their  own 
elevators  and  marketing  system 
There  was  no  need  as  yet,  Mr.

Following  his  visit  to  the  colonies 
in  Canada,  the  Doukhobor  leader 
said  he  intended  to  approach  the 
Federal  Government  with  further 
plans  for  the  settlement  of  the 
Russian  colony  in  the  West.

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THE  WESTWARD  AIR  ROUTE 

The  difficulties  of  the  Westward  route  for  trans- 
atlantic flying  has  been  demonstrated  by  actual  ex- 
perience, but  the  unfortunate  thing  is  that  those  who 
have  tried  it  have  not  lived  to  give  their  personal  ex- 
planations of  conditions.  There  is  no  charted  way  in 
the  upper  atmosphere.  What  is  known  on  the  sub- 
ject has  been  explained  by  the  aeronautical  cor- 
respondent of  The  London  Times,  who  tells  of 
of  the  difficulties  that  prevail,  though 
through  lack  of  knowledge,  he  has  had  to  leave  others 
out  of  the  calculation.  He  says  that  the  westward 
flight  is  harder  than  the  eastward  one  because,  for  one 
thing,  of  the  configuration  of  the  American  continent. 
"There  is."  for  instance,  "a  barrier  of  land  from 
Scotland  down  to  Spain  stretching  at  right  angles 
across  the  path  of  an  eastward  airman."  On  the 
other  hand,  to  the  south  of  Newfoundland  the  land 
trends  away  rapidly,  and  to  the  north  there  is  also  a 
slope  back-wards,  with  a  "cold  and  unfriendly  sea 
and  land." 

In  flying  westwards  across  the  Atlantic  there  is  the 
handicap  of  an  adverse  wind  upon  most  days  which 
would  cause  airplanes,  in  every  probability,  to  drift 
sideways,  "either  from  absence  of  opportunity  to  take 
observations  or  a  sudden  change  in  the  wind."  The 
problem  is  accentuated  by  the  westerly  drift  of  the 
winds.  The  Times  correspondent  says:  "Taking  an 
air  speed  of  100  miles  an  hour,  a  machine  flying 
eastward  with  a  tail  wind  of  twenty  miles  an  hour 
makes  120  miles  an  hour;  that  same  machine  flying 
westward  at  the  same  air  speed  makes  only  eighty 
miles  an  hour.  In  terms  of  time,  a  flight  of  2.400 
miles  in  the  one  case  occupies  twenty  hours,  and  in 
the  other  thirty;  while  in  fuel  needed  on  an  hourly 
consumption  of  twenty  gallons  the  westward  airman 
must  carry  200  gallons  more  at  least,  or  another 
1,400  pounds  of  weight,  the  effect  of  which,  in  the 
earlier  and  heavily-loaded  stages  of  the  flight,  again 
affects  the  flying  conditions." 

The  North  Atlantic  has  never  been  crossed  by  a 
heavier-than-air  machine  in  the  westward  direction. 
The  British  airship  R34  crossed  in  1919  and  the 
German  airship  ZR3  flew  over  on  a  southerly  course. 
While  the  conditions  are  adverse,  upon  many  occa- 
sions, to  the  passage  of  the  North  Atlantic  westwards 
by  a  heavier-than-air  machine,  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  feat  should  not  be  accomplished  if  an  accurate 
course  is  steered.  Therein,  however,  appears  to  lie 
the  difficulty  owing  to  the  prevailing  winds  and  the 
changing  weather,  coupled  with  the  heavy  fog  banks 
so  frequent  off  the  Newfoundland  coast.  Airplanes 
have  been  tried  already  in  sufficiently  arduous  flights 
to  show  that  the  North  Atlantic  westward  passage 
can  be  made.  Aviators  will  never  rest  satisfied  until 
they  prove  that  Atlantic  travel  is  not  a  one-way  route. 


FREE  STATE  ELECTIONS 


The  latest  Irish  election  has  left  the  Government 
in  power  by  what  is  a  slim  majority,  though  it  is  one 
which  will  perhaps  be  enhanced  in  votes  on  major 
issues  in  the  Dail  Eireann.  In  the  main  the  align- 
ment of  parties  in  the  Free  State  is  not  radically  dif- 
ferent from  what  it  was  w  the  last  Parliament.  There 
are  certain  features  of  interest  in  the  latest  election. 
There  were  only  264  candidates  for  153  seats,  as 
compared  with  376  candidates  at  the  preceding  elec- 
tion. The  dearth  of  candidates  was  due  to  the  de- 
ficiency in  campaign  funds.  The  largest  decline  in 
candidates  was  in  the  Labor  Party  and  in  Captain 
Redmond's  National  League,  and  both  these  parties 
have  shown  a  substantial  waning  in  strength.  Sinn 
Fein  and  Clann  Eireann  candidates  disappeared  alto- 
gether from  the  lists. 

The  great  test  of  the  Cosgrave  Government's 
strength  under  the  conditions  arising  out  of  the  late 
election  will  be  proved  in  its  appeal  for  an  internal 
loan  of  £10.000.000  which  is  needed  to  rehabilitate 
the  finances  of  the  Free  State.  The  success  of  this 
loan,  which  is  to  be  raised  at  five  per  cent,  would 
consolidate  the  fortunes  of  Mr.  Cosgrave,  for  the 
time  being  at  least.  It  will  be  floated  in  November. 
The  Cosgrave  Government  has  not  succeeded  in  se- 
curing anything  like  the  majority  it  hoped  for  in  the 
Dail.  but  it  is  safely  entrenched  in  power,  if  only 
for  the  reason  that  the  Irish  people  by  this  time  are 
tired  of  elections  and  do  not  want  another  for  a 
couple  of  years  at  least.  During  that  interval  the 
present  Government  will  have  the  opportunity  of  for- 
warding its  fortunes  by  constructive  legislation. 


REPARATIONS 


Three  years  of  trial  of  the  Dawes*  scheme  of 
reparations  have  passed  by  and  Germany  has  met  her 
obligations.  The  instalments  which  Germany  must 
pay  become  substantially  larger  in  succeeding  years, 
yet  so  persuaded  is  France,  for  one  nation,  that  these 
will  be  met  that  she  i*  already  making  preparations 
for  their  utilization.  The  inclusion  of  Germany  in 
the  League  of  Nations,  however,  presages  difficulties 
ahead  and  among  these  is  the  certainty  that  there  will 
be  a  clamor  for  a  revision  of  the  Dawes'  scheme.  The 
aigument  will  be  that  the  payments  of  the  future  will 
l>e  beyond  Germany's  means.  Towards  this  end  a 
clever  press  campaign  has  already  been  started  in  the 
German  newspapers  which  point  out  that  not  only 
will  the  future  instalments  be  beyond  Germany's 
means  but  that  they  will  be  beyond  the  Agent-Gen- 
eral's machinery  of  transfer  because  of  the  rapid  in- 
crease of  Germany's  foreign  indebtedness. 

The  problem  as  it  will  be  discussed  in  the  future 
will  hinge  on  Germany's  ability  to  pay  and  this  will 
be  very  difficult  to  estimate  because  the  system  of 
national  finance  in  the  Reich  does  not  give  the  Central 
Government  a  sufficiently  rigid  control  over  national

MEASURING  THE  UNIVERSE

Knowledge  has  hardly  pro.  reded  la,  enough  to. 
science  to  determine  the  limits  of  the  univofag  bat 
.  ..  .ii'..  a.,  he..'  made  on  the  basis  that  the  I  in 
stein  theory  of  relativity  is  correct.  Professor  Whit- 
taker  in  his  presidential  unit  to  the  Section  of 
Mathematics  and  Physics  at  th*  British  As*QCMtMfl 
meeting  says  he  is  unable  to  assign  a  definite. length 
for  the  "radius  of  curvature  of  the  universe.''  but  it 
is  millions  of  light  years,  though  probably  not  greater 
than  100  millions.  He  estimates  that  the  curvature 
of  space  at  any  particular  place  due  to  the  general 
curvature  of  the  universe  is  quite  small  "compared 
with  the  curvature  which  may  be  imposed  on  it  locally 
by  the  presence  of  energy."  "By  a  strong  magnetic 
field."  he  says,  "it  is  possible  to  produce  a  curvature 
with  a  radius  of  only  100  light-years,  and  in  the 
presence  of  matter  the  curvature  is  far  stronger  still." 
He  compares  the  universe  to  the  earth  on  which  the 
local  curvature  of  hills  and  valleys  is  far  greater  than 
the  curvature  of  the  terrestial  globe.  Irrall  estimates 
about  the  dimensions  of  a  finite  universe  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  any  speculation  'or  knowledge  of  what 
lies  beyond  or  within  what  contains  the 


In  Britain  in  1926,  3.366  persons  lost  their  lives 
as  a  consequence  of  accidents  involving  mechanically 
propelled  vehicles.  That  is  an  aspect  of  the  death 
toll  of  a  modern  means  of  travel.  The  proportion  of 
mortality  on  this  continent  is  considerably  higher, 
for  one  reason  because  the  number  of  motor  pro- 
pelled vehicles  is  greatly  in  excess  of  that  in  Britain, 
and  the  safeguards  are  not  as  numerous.  Motoring  is 
regarded  as  a  necessity  now,  as  flying  will  probably 
be  in  the  course  of  the  next  half  a  century,  but  the 
rapidly  rising  death  toll  which  accompanies  motoring 
might  well  be  decreased  with 
cautions — and  safer  roads.

MONTREAL.  Sept.  23.— Contrast- 
ing the  Canada  of  yesterday  with 
the  Canada  of  today,  through  the 
eyes  of  one  who  has  not  been  in- 
timately connected  with  the  devel- 
opments that  have  taken  place  and 
has  so  been  able  to  secure  a  better 
perspective.  Joseph  Ellis,  former 
managing  director  of  the  Cumber- 
land properties  of  the  United  Steel 
Company  of  Oreat  Britain,  recently 
commented  on  the  remarkable 
progress  the  Dominion  has  made 
since  he  visited  it  in  1885  and  again 
in  1897 

Mr.  Ellis'  memory  goes  back  to 
the  days  before  the  Canadian  Paci- 
fic Railway  spanned  the  continent 
and  he  was  proud  to  recall  that  his 
company  had  supplied  a  great  aeal 
of  the  steel  rati  that  went  Into  the 
construction  of  the  railway.  "This 
afternoon,"  he  said  exultantly,  "I 
:k.-d  to  An  engineer  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  and  he  told  me  that 
some  of  the  rail  is  still  in  use,  I 
am  amazed  to  think  that  it  has 
been  in  continuous  use  for  over 
forty  years,  and  Just  a  bit  proud  to 
think  that  it  is  a  tribute  to  the 
quality  of  the  product  we  turned  out 
a  that  time." 

Seventy-seven  years  old,  Mr.  Ellis 
i&  still  active,  although  he  has 
turned  over  his  task  In  the  steel 
company  to  his  son.  J.  V.  Ellis, 
OJ.E.  He  recalled  in  passing  his 
early  difficulties  in  selling  steel  in 
competition  with  Andrew  Carnegie. 
"I  remember."  he  said,  "how  I  came 
to  Canada  in  1897  when  I  learned 
that  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
was  about  to  place  an  order  for  one 
hundred  thousand  tons  of  rail.  I 
got  here  to  learn  from  my  agent 
that  Carnegie  Intended  to  bid  for 
the  contract,  and  while  the  order 
would  have  been  a  good  one  to  get 
I  realized  that  I  could  not  compete 
with  the  prices  Carnegie  could  sub- 
mit. He  enjoyed  a  preference  that 
enabled  him  to  quote  at  least  one 
pound  per  ton  lower  than  we  could 
quote."  Unlike  the  super -salesmen 
of  the  "success"  magazines.  Mr. 
Ellis  did  not  ge4  the  order,  but  in 
discussing  his  failure,  he  let  In  an 
interesting  sidelight  on  British  busi- 
ness methods.  His  agent  in  Canada 
Intimated  that  Carnegie  wanted  him 
to  act  as  his.  Carnegie's  agent.  Mr. 
Ellis  realized  that  the  commission 
would  be  very  satisfactory  and  will- 
ingly gave  his  own  agent  permis- 
sion to  act  for  Carnegie  In  negotiat- 
ing the  sale. 

During  his  present  visit  Mr  Ellis 
went  through  the  Prairie  Provinces 
and  was  amazed  at  the  change 
that  has  taken  place  there  since  he 
last  saw  them  In  1897.  At  that  time, 
and  during  his  previous  visit,  they 
constituted  the  wide  open  spaces  of 
Canada;  there  was  some  farming 
on  an  unorganized  scale,  but  for  the 
most  part  the  country  was  rough 
and  not  easUy  accessible  Describ- 
lnir.  his  visit  of  1885.  Mr  Ellis  re- 
called that  he  was  not  sure  at  that 
time  that  he  would  reach  the  At- 
lantic seaboard  after  leaving  the 
Pacific  Coast  Banff,  where  he  saw 
a  magntTleent  playground  and  hotel 
K  few  days -ago.  was  then  altogether 
ccesslble  and  Reglna.  where  he

1011 

Mr  Rust  was  a  stronn  believer 
In  professional  organizations  and 
was  long  Identified  with  the  Cana- 
dian Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  of 
which  he  was  president  in  1911.  and 
with  several  American  and  Canadian 
professional  societies,  whose  conven- 
tions he  DeriodicMlv  attended. 

Sinc»  leavinir  Victoria  he  main- 
tained a  warm  interest  in  the  city, 
and  corresponded  regularlv  here.

MONTREAL.  Sept.  23—  Leaders 
of  the  Y.MC.A.  in  Montreal  re- 
cently were  afforded  an  insight  Into 
one  of  the  latest  pieces  of  foreign 
extension  work  by  the  institution, 
the  erection  of  a  Y  MCA.  building 
in  Jerusalem. 

Arthur  Locklty.  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed physical  director  of  the 
Young  Men  s  Christian  Association 
in  Jerusalem,  passed  through  the 
city,  and  a  luncheon  was  tendered 
him  in  the  Central  "Y"  by  directors 
and  leaders  of  the  local  organiza- 
tion Mr.  Lockley.  who  has  been 
connected  with  the  Y.MC.A.  in 
China,  outlined  the  Jerusalem 
Y.MC.A.  plans  and  also  described 
conditions  in  China.  He  said  that 
the  association  Is  building  a  unique 
institution  in  Jerusalem,  costing 
nearlv  a  million  dollars  and  requir- 
ing three  years  to  complete  Work 
on  the  construction  has  already 
started  It  will  replace  the  present 
Y  MCA.  hut  In  that  area. 

"A  brotherhood  and  not  a  build- 
ing was  the  way  Mr  Lockley  de- 
scribed the  new  construction.  "In 
all  the  architecture  of  this  unique 
building.''  he  said,  "the  aim  is  to 
preach  by  symbol;  since  rt  is  im- 
possible to  make  verbal  presentation 
of  .the  message,  which  Is  therefore 
expressed  In  stone."  . 

Pictures  of  the  new  Y  MCA  bein? 
erected  in  Jerusalem  were  shown  to 
the  gathering  There  are  thrr^ 
large  buildings.  The  chief  one.  In 
the  centre,  will  contain  ninety-four 
sleeping  chambers  for  resident  mem- 
bers and  visitors.  One  section  will 
be  set  apart  for  "The  School  of 
the  Prophets''  wherein  ministers 
and  missionaries  and  Bible  teachers 
frcm  all  over  the  world  may  reside 
while  pursuing  a  special  course  of 
Bible  study  This  school  will  open 
every  year  on  Christmas  Day.  clos- 
ing at  Easter  A  protracted  walk- 
ing tour  of  the  Holy  Land  is  pro- 
tected as  part  of  the  course  of  study 
It  Is  expected  that  world  religious 
conferences  will  resort  to  Jerusalem, 
►wcatise  of  the  facilities  offered  by 
thit  new  building. 

The  two  auxiliary  buildings  will 
be  respectively  an  auditorium  and  a 
Rymnismm  Altogether  the  struc- 
tures will  have  a  library,  swimming 
pool,  and  other  usual  Y.M  C.A  privi- 
leges The  auditorium  will  have  an 
crgan  The  largest  central  building 
will  be  surmounted  with  a  fine 
memorial  tower  from  which  a  view 
niav  be  obtained  of  a  large  part 
of  the  Promised  Land  and  of  thf 
scenes  of  the  ministry  of  Jesus.  In 
this  tower  will  be  a  room  furnished 
as  much  like  the  upper  room  of  the 
gospels  as  possible,  for  meditation 
and  Bible  study.  Inside  the  dome 
itself,  entered  from  the  west  by  a 
low  door  to  svmboltae  humility,  will 
be  an  eastward  looking  chamber  with 
a  mural  painting  of  the  Pharisee

MONTREAL.  Sept.  23— Initial 
steps  have  been  taken,  it  was  offi- 
cially announced  by  a  group  of 
local  interests  connected  with  finan- 
cial houses  in  New  York,  tq,  enter 
into  a  $200,000,000  project  with  the 
city,  province.  Dominion  Govern- 
ment and  railway  companies  to 
abolish  level  crossings  in  Montreal, 
construct  a  gigantic  terminal  sta- 
tion, and  provide  underground 
tram  facilities. 

The  first  intimation  of  the  pro- 


ject was  given  out  today  by  city 
officials.  The  work  comprises,  it 
was  said,  the  abolition  of  all  level 
crossings  in  and  entering  the  city, 
either  by  elevating  them  or  putting 
them  underground  The  proposi- 
tion, which  it  is  stated  is 
made  to  the  various 
besides  the  railway 
would  provide  for  .pollaboraUon  of 
all  these  bodies  in  the  financial 
arrangement*. 

In  addition  to  the  establishment 
of  a  union  railway  terminal,  the 
scheme  Includes  elevated  lines  to 
serve  the  north  end  of  the  city,  and 
also  a  system  of  subways,  dovetail- 
ing with  the  surface,  elevated  and 
railway  lines.

!  plies  and  a  plan  of  acUvlty  will 
be  formulated  baaed  on  the  sugges- 
tions urged  by  the  young  men.  Alex- 
ander Cahn.  of  New  Haven,  chair- 
man of  the  national  committee  on 
propaganda,  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  survey. 

Another  activity  that  is  planned 
to  stimulate  interest  among  the 
Jewish  youth  is  the  continuance  of 
the  open  forums  in  brotherhood  or- 
ganisations affiliated  with  the  na- 
tional organization.  Arnold  M 
Schmidt,  chairman  of  the  national  j  Moscowttz 
committee  on/open  forums,  reported  Moses 
the  establishment  of  a  lecture  tour  helm, 
of  prominent  speakers  who  will  de- 
liver talks  on  Jewish  themes.  Ar- 
rangements have  already  been  made 
to  have  rabbis  address  brotherhood 
groups.

president  of  the  Men's  Club  of  Tem- 
ple Israel,  of  New  York  City.

The  importance  of  emphasizing 
the  Jewish  note  in  Jewish  work  was 
urged  by  Arthur  L.  Relnhart.  as- 
sistant executive  secretary  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Temple 
Brotherhoods  Mr  Rcinhart  sud- 
mitted  a  report  on  "Suggestions  for 
Brotherhood  Programmes, "  setting 
torth  fourteen  distinct  programmes 
for  use  by  ^brotherhood  organiza- 
tions.

So  spontaneous  and  lucid  are  her 
readings  that  the  listener  becomee 
engrossed  with  these  almost  to  the 

exclusion  of  attention  to  her  tech- 
nique, which  is  in  itself  a  wonder- 
ful thing.  In  one  particular  detail 
in  this  respect  she  has  gained 
greatly  since  she  was  last  heard 
here,  having  developed  a  beautiful 
rubato  which  gives  to  her  work  the 
brilliant  quality  which  Is  generally 
ted  with  the  Russian  or 
na  schools  In  her  hands  lie 
rare  resources  of  virtuosity,  and 
while  virtuosity  Is  not  in  itself  the 
artist's  final  goal,  Just  in  so  far  as  It 
falls  short  of  perfection  must  In- 
terpretation fail  also  Without  her 
flawless  technique,  without  the  pre- 
cision, clarity  and  perfect  control 
which  she  exhibits  in  the  .mechani- 
cal part  of  her  playing,  many  of 
her  numbers  would  have  fallen 
short  of  the  all-satisfying  pleasure 
which  they  gave.  One  can  never 
watch  Gertrude  Huntly  at  the 
piano  without  realizing  the  marvel- 
ous strength  which  lies  between  her 
fingers,  almost  touching  the  keys, 
and  the  keyboard  itself  Rarely 
docs  she  lift  the  hand-or  arm  more 
than  a  few  inches,  a  fact  wrncii 
gives  her  playing  an  unaffected 
charm.

Her  programme  last  evening  waa 
chosen  with  characteristic  care,  the 
compositions  offering  admirable 
contrast*,  and  at  the  same  time 
furnishing  the  pianist  with  full  op- 
portunity for  the  revelation  of  her 
own  varied  gifts.  The  opening  num- 
ber was  the  beautiful  Beethoven 
"Andante  Favori."  disclosing  at  once 
the  fine  poise  and  magnetic  style. 
There  followed  compositions  by  Mo- 
zart, Handel.  Bach.  Chopin,  Godow- 
sky  and  Liszt.  The  Godowski  com- 
petitions were  in  some  respects  the 
most  interesting,  his  transcription 
for  the  piano  of  Bach's  8uite  in  C 
Major  particularly  so.  The  great 
master's  work  has  been  treated  rev- 
erently, and  the  thematic  material 
faithfully  preserved  by  Leopold 
Godowsky.  and  Mme.  Huntly  added 
something  of  her  own  to  the  com- 
position in  the  very  beautiful  inter- 
pretation which  she  gave.  The 
Courante.  Sarabande  and  Bouree 
were  especially  beautiful,  the 
thoughtful,  introspective  qualities 
brought  to  the  first  two.  and  the 
crisp,  classically  animated  style  of 
the  last,  being  perfect  expressions 
The  three  compositions  by  Oodow- 
sky  were  also  a  very  Interesting  and 
delightful  group,  and  the  pianist  In- 
vested them  with  a  character  which 
must  have  conveyed  Just  the  atmos- 
phere desired  by  the  composer.  The 
first  of  these  waa.  "Three  Dances,"' 
from  the  Java  Suite,  charmingly 
langorous,  rhythmic  and  softly 
sensuous:  "The  Oardens  of  Button - 
zorg."  descriptive  and  luxuriantly 
colorful;  and  "Chattering  Monkeys." 
with  grotesquerle.  humor  and  ani- 
mation pictured  in  the  cleverly 
composed  passages  Much  imagina- 
tion war.  shown  in  the  playing  of 
these.

P.  Flynn.  who 
claimed  that  Tunney  was  actually 
knocked  out  and  that  Dempsey  was 
"robbed"  of  the  championship 
Dempsey  himself  refused  to  sup- 
port Flynn's  action  today  at  least.

DECISION  ON  REOOBD8 
So  it  will  stay  on  the  records  as 
a  ten -round  decision  for  Tunney.

8he  threw  herself  on  the  bed  and 
fainted  at  the  announcement  of 
Tunney's  victory  It  did  not  take 
long,  though,  for  her  to  recover  her 
composure,  and  by  the  time  Jack 
had  arrived,  an  hour  later,  she  was 
calm  and  smiling. 

JACK  WEARS  SMILE 

Dempsey  had  no  further  comment 
to  make  today  concerning  the  "long 
count''  given  Tunney  in  the  seventh 
round  He  said  that  was  one  of  the 
"breaks"  of  the  game  and  Tunney 
"got  the  breaks,  that  was  all." 

Jack  never  has  been  a  "squawker," 
and  last  night  was  no  exception. 
Jack  accepted  the  decision  with  a 
smile,  refusing  to  add  anything  that 
might  detract  from  Tunney's  victory. 

Leo  P.  Flynn.  Dempsey's  manager, 
however,  made  the  accusation  that 
Dempsey  was  robbed,  that  Tunney 
had  been  knocked  out,  and  that  he 
Intended  to  appeal  to  the  Illinois 
State  Athletic  Commission  to  have 
the  decision  reversed  Flynn  de- 
clared that  besides  this  "knockout  ' 
of  Tunney.

SURPRISING  STATEMENTS 

Oeorge  Lytton.  one  of  the  Judges, 
made  the  surprising  statement  that 
Dempsey's  delay  of  three  seconds  In 
getting  back  to  his  own  corner  after 
flooring  Tunney  really  cost  him  the 
championship.  ' 

Two  legs  rather  than  two  fiats, 
coupled  with  a  muddled  brain,  really 
kept  Jack  from  the 'title,  he  said 
Two  months  ago  he  knocked  out 
Jack  Sharkey  by  taking  advantage 
of  the  Bostonian's  carelessness  in 
dropping  his  hands  while  making 
a  protest  of  foul. 

Dempsey  won  that  fight  by  hair- 
trigger  thinking  He  lost  last  night's 
fight  by  becoming  muddled  in  an 
emergency. 

Dempsey  displayed  no  marks  of 
the  fight  today,  except  two  wounds 
over  his  left  eye.  The  biggest 
wound,  a  diamond-shaped  gash,  was 
Just  at  the  edge  of  the  eyebrow, 
while  the  second  was  a  gash  an  inch 
long  at  the  end  of  the  eyebrow 
Both  were  old  scars.

Played  in  City  of  Club  Winning  National 
League  Pennant — Four  Umpires  to  Officiate 


CHICAOO.  Sept.  23—  The  first 
game  of  the  world  series  will  be 
played  on  October  5  In  the  <#'v 
whose  club  wins  the  National  Base- 
Ball  League  pennant,  it  was  decided 
today  at  a  conference  among  repre- 
sentatives of  the  leading  clubs  of 
the  National  and  American  Leagues 
and  Baseball  Commissioner  K  M 
Landis. 

The  first  two  games  will  be 
played  in  the  park  of  the  National 
League  pennant  winners — Pitts- 
burgh, St.  Louis  or  New  York — and 
the  next  three  games  will  be  played 
In  the  park  of  the  New  York  Ameri- 
can League  club,  already  assured  of 
first  place  in  that  league 

If  more  than  five  games  are  neces- 
sary to  decide  the  world  champion- 
ship, the  sixth  and  seventh  games 
will  be  played  In  the  park  of  the 
National  League  club. 

Each  of  the  pennant  winners  was 
authorized  to  sell  tickets  for  three 
games,  the  National  League  for  the 


first,  second  and  sixth,  and  the 
American  league  club  for  the  third, 
fourth  and  fifth  games. 

If  played  at  St.  Louis,  the  contests 
there  will  start  at  1 :30.  Central 
standard  time,  but  If  both  -lubs  are 
In  the  East  the  contests  will  begin 
at  1  30.  Eastern  time.  A  Sundav' 
game,  if  played  in  New  York,  will 
start  at  one  minute  after  two. 

If  the  schedule  calls  for  games  In 
Pittsburgh  or  New  York,  there  will 
be  nc  day  intervening  for  the  teams 
to  change  cities:  but  if  the  8t.  Louis 
team  is  a  participant,  a  day  will  be 
taken  to  make  the  trip  betw  een  New 
York  and  the  western  city. 

Two  umpires  from  each  league 
will  be  chosen  later  to  officiate  for 
the  contests. 

The  usual  prices  for  the  world 
series  will  prevail,  with  boxes  selling 
at  $8.60.  Including  the  government 
tax;  reserved  grandstands  $3.50; 
general  admission  $3  30;  bleachers 
$1.10.

I  am  told 
that  every  manager  in  the  South 
looked  on  with  frigid  indifference 
as  far  as  a  purchase  price  was 
concerned. 

The  major  league  scouts  passed 
up  the  big  fellow  in  a  wholesale 
manner,  and  it  appeared  as  If  the 
odds  were  all  against  him.  Finally, 
Ed.  Barrow,  business  manager  of 
the  Yankess,  decided  there  should 
be  some  merit  in  Moore's  victory 
column.

In  1914  the  Boston  Braves  broke 
up  this  strategy  by  adopting  the 
combination  signs  In  which  the 
catcher  gave  three  signals  with  his 
fingers,  any  one  of  which  counted, 
according  to  the  system. 

Stealing  the  catcher's  signs 
passed  out  largely  after  that  series, 
but  getting  the  other  fellows'  signs 
often  figures  heavily  in  the  classic. 

Often  an  lnflelder  leaning  one 
way  or  the  other  will  tip  off  the 
kind  of  ball  being  pitched.  If  the 
shortstop  leans  to  his  right  when  a 
right-handed  batter  is  up,  you  can 
figure  that  a  curve  Is  coming.  If 
he  leans  to  his  left,  It  will  be  a  fast 
one 

Pete  KildufT  by  dipping  dust 
whenever  Burleigh  Grimes  was  to 
pitch  a  spitter  In  the  1920  Brooklyn- 
Cleveland  series,  tipped  off  the  In- 
dians when  a  spitter  was  coming, 
and  they  let  it  pass  and  clouted  his 
fast  one.  winning  the  series  by 
beating  the  Brooklyn  spitball  ace 
simply  because  they  got  onto  a 
spitball  sign.

According  to  advices  Just  received 
by  Bankers'  Trust  Company  of  New 
York  from  its  French  information 
service,  an  official  communication 
Issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance,

were  In  cash  and  1.115.000.000  francs 
in  national  defence  bills  falling  due 
In  1927-  28.  and  277,000.000  francs  in 
national  defence  bills  falling  due  In 
1A29  The  Autonomous  Sinking  Fund 
discounted  with  the  Treasury  all  the 
national  defence  bills  falling  due  In 
1M7-28 

AGREEMENT  STATEMENT 
An  agreement  entered  into  between 
the  State  and  the  Bank  of  France 
last  June  provided  that  the  legal 
maximum  of  sdvances  of  the  bank 
to  the  8tate.  which  at  that  time  was 
36.500.000,000  francs,  should  be  de- 
creased by  a  sum  equal  to  the 
amount  of  bonds  issued,  whether  the 
bonds  were  subscribed  for  in  cash 
or  in  national  defence  bills  dis- 
counted by  the  Autonomous  Sinking 
Fund.  This  has  given  to  the  State 
the  sum  of  4.365.000.000  francs  to 
apply  to  this  purpose,  but  It  has 
seemed  advisable  to  make  the  legal 
maximum  of  advances  a  round  figure 
and  the  State  has  therefore  paid 
back  to  the  bank  sufficient  to  reduce 
the  legal  maximum  by  4.500.000  000 
francs,  making  the  present  maxi- 
mum 32.000,000.000  francs. 

As  the  actual  advances  as  shown 
In  this  week's  statement  are  26,660 
000.000  francs  there  is.  therefore,  a 
present     margin     of  7J50.0O0.00O 
francs. 

RESULT  OBVIOUS 
The  importance  to  the  Bank  of 
France  and  the  financial  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  country  In  reducing  the 
legal  maximum  of  advances  that  the 
8tate  can  call  upon  from  the  bank 
Is  obvious,  as  Is  also  the  advantage 
of  having  a  liberal  margin.  In  order 
to  have  a  truer  picture  of  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  In  this 
connection,  it  should  be  recalled  that 
in  July.  1926.  the  advances  to  the 
Bute  reached  the  sum  of  38.350.000.- 
000  francs,  which  was  within  150  - 
000  000  of  the  then  legal  maximum 
If  one  takes  the  figure  of  38.350.000. 
ooo  francs  on  July  22.  1926.  and  the 
present  figure  of  24.650.000.000  franca 
it  will  be  seen  that  since  the  advent 
of  the  present  Oovernment  the  Bank 
of  France  has  been  reimbursed  by 
nearly  14  000  000.000  francs

MONTREAL.  Sept.  22.— The  need 
for  preliminary  agricultural  train- 
ing for  men  and  boys  Intending  to 
emigrate  to  Canada  from  England 
was  discussed  here  recently  by 
Miles  Ewart  Mitchell,  former  Lord 
Mayor  of  Manchester,  and  a 
brother  of  J.  «.  Mitchell,  of  Sas- 
katchewan, world's  wheat  king,  by 
virtue  of  three  successive  wins  at 
the  International  Grain  and  Hay 
Exhibition  at  Chicago.  The  former 
Lord  Mayor  was  on  his  way  back  to 
England  after  a  month's  stay  in 
Canada,  during  which  he  studied 
at  first  hand  the  agricultural 
methods  of  the  Canadian  West. 

In  company  with  officials  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Mr. 
Mitchell  visited  Macdonald  College, 
and  his  visit  there,  he  said,  im- 
pressed him  favorably  with  the 
manner  in  which  Canada  is  trying 
to  develop  men  best  fitted  to 
achieve  success  In  the  agricultural 
Held.  While  Mr.  Mitchell  did 
not  feel  that  his  brief  visit  to  the 
college  would  permit  him  to  com- 
ment at  length  on  Canadian  meth- 
ods, his  interest  in  the  problem  of 
securing  suitable  immigrants  of  the 
farmer  type  Irom  England  caused 
him  to  discuss  some  of  the  methods 
he  believed  should  be  employed  In 
England  before  boys  or  young  men 
are  permitted  to  come  to  Canada. 

At  the  present  time,  he  explained, 
there  are  a  number  of  schools  In 
England  where  boys  and  men 
anxious  to  settle  on  the  land  In 
Canada  can  secure  preliminary 
training.  These  schools,  he  said., 
have  undoubtedly  attained  a  meas- 
ure of  success,  but  It  Is  his  belief 
that  a  large  number  of  them  should 
be  established  throughout  the 
British  Isles  so  that  young  men  of 
all  sections  may  be  given  equal  op- 
portunities to  secure  training. 

He  had  studied  the  problem  in 
the  Manchester  district,  he  added, 
where  there  are  a  large  number  of 
unemployed,  many  of  whom  would 
be  glad  to  settle  on  the  land  in 
Canada  were  they  given  a  proper 
opportunity  to  learn  something  of 
the  conditions  they  would  h/ive  to 
face  In  this  country.  The  prelim- 
inary schools  were  excellent,  he 
thought.  Inasmuch  as  the  training 
received  at  ♦hem  was  particularly 
designed  to  meet  Canadian  condi- 
tions. General  agricultural  train- 
ing he  did  not  belief  to  be  of  much 
use  unless  it  was  made  to  fit  the 
peculiar  conditions  or  the  country 
to  which  the  men  desired  to  emi- 
grate For  this  reason  he  be- 
lieved- and  the  practice  is  being 
followed  at  some  of  the  English 
schools-that  men.  and  boys  in- 
tending to  emigrate  to  Canada 
should  be  trained  to  the  use  of 
Canadian  harness  and  horses,  they 
should  know  how  to  milk  a  cow  and 
should  be  given  as  much  prelim- 
inary knowledge  of  farming  condi- 
tion* in  Canada  as  would  enable 
them'  to  adapt  tr.emselves  to  a  new 
environment  without  undue  effort. 

Another  advantage  of  the  pre- 
liminary school  lay  in  the  weeding 
out  of  those  who  could  not  possibly 
make  a  success  of  farming  or  farm 
work  in  Canada  Under  the  old 
scheme  a  man  or  boy  who  wanted 
to  settle  on  the  land  in  Canada 
came  to  Canada  with  little  or  no 
knowledge  of  agriculture  or  agri- 
cultural methods,  and  after  b  dis- 
heartening attempt  to  learn  and 
at  the  same  time  earn  a  livlnsr.  he 
either  returned  to  the  Old  Country, 
heartbroken  and  discouraged,  or 
remained  in  the  new  country,  dis- 
gruntled with  his  lot. 

Mr.  Mitchell  Is  In  the  coal  busi- 
ness Tn  England.  While  refusing 
to  discuss  conditions  in  England  In 
th?  light  of  present  developments, 
he  made  it  clear  that  in  his  opin- 
ion the  whole  trend  of  business  la 
better  and  the  relations  between 
employer  and  employee,  particular- 
ly In  the  coal  industry,  show  a  dis- 
tinct Improvement  since  the  dis- 
astrous coal  strike.  He  was  not 
prepared  to  admit  that  this  Im- 
proved feeling  waa  a  direct  result 
of  the  strike,  but  with  the  Improve- 
ment of  trade,  a  betterment  of  In- 
dustrial conditions  and  a  decrease 
In  the  number  of  unemployed  the 
people  or  ErtglBnd  had  adopted  a 
more  optimistic  tone  and  looked 
forward  to  better  things

8EATTLE,  Sept.  23 —Fabricators 
of  machinery  of  various  kinds  should 
find  excellent  markets  In  Japan, 
according  to  advices  received  by  the 
American  Mall  Line  here  from 
freight  officials  In  Yokohama  and 
Tokio. 

The  progress  made  In  recent 
years  In  the  development  of  Japan- 
ese waterpower  resources  has  caused 
a  marked  Increase  In  the  demand 
for  electrical  equipment.  Industries 
such  as  shipbuilding,  electric  rail- 
ways, paper  making  and  flour  mill- 
ing have  been  revolutionized  in  re- 
cent years,  but  even  at  that,  only  a 
fair  start  has  been  made.  The  best 
machinery  prospects  at  the  present 
time  are  to  be  found  among  oil  pro- 
ducers and  crushers  of  various  kinds 
of  seeds.  Furthermore,  a  pro- 
nounced Increase  in  the  call  for 
agricultural  machinery  seems  Inev- 
itable, although  this  kind  of  market 
requires  certain  study.  Tractors,  for 
Instance,  should  be  adapted  to  soft 
land  and  steep  slopes,  and  should  be 
able  to  turn  In  a  small  space.  They 
should  be  suitable  for  paraffin  if 
desired.  Small,  internal-combustion 
engines  are  also  in  demand  for  irri- 
gating rice  fields,  for  grinding,  dairy 
work,  hauling,  threshing  rice,  tea 
manufacturing  and  lumbering.

The  membership  of  the  Red  Cedar 
Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association, 
with  headquarters  at  Seattle,  has 
voted  to  discontinue  the  advertising 
work  being  carried  on  by  the  asso- 
ciation, recommending  at  the  same 
time  that  individual  members  Join 
the  West  Coast  Lumber  Bureau  to 
get  advantage  of  the  field  work, 
advertising  and  publicity  programme 
of  that  body.  Several  cedar  manu- 
facturing mills  were  already  mem- 
bers of  the  bureau,  and  a  number  of 
others  have  Joined  since  the  Cedar 
Association  discontinued  its  actlvi- 


Mr  J  R.  Blunt,  for  the  past  three 
years,  or  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Red  Cedar  Lumber  Manufacturers' 
Association,  secretary-manager  of 
that  organization,  began  working 
with  the  bureau  early  in  September 
Following  the  plan  outlined  by  the 
bureau  trustees.  Mr  Blunt  is  work- 
ing on  the  establishment  of  a  West- 
ern red  cedar  department  as  part  of 
the  larger  bureau  where  the  Inter- 
ests of  cedar  manufacturers  will  be 
given  special  attention. 

In  discontinuing  the  old  associa- 
tion, the  cedar  manufacturers  state 
that  they  can  realise  much  greater 
benefits  from  coming  Into  the  larger 
organization  with  Its  extensive 
advertising  and  publicity  campaign 
and  increasing  field  service.  The 
sixteen  cedar  mills  forming  the  old 
association  cut  an  average  of  one 
million  feet  of  cedar  per  day,  their 
membership  comprising  more  than 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  entire  cedar 
lumber  production  both  In  Washing- 
ton and  In  British  Columbia. 

Mr  Blunt  graduated  from  the 
College  of  Forsetry,  University  of 
Washington.  In  1817.  Since  leaving 
School  he  has  spent  most  of  his  time 
In  the  lumber  industry  In  1930  he 
became  associated  with  the  shingle 
branch  of  the  West  Coast  Lumber- 
men'!

The  mother  is  almost 
invariably  near  by  and  will  take 
care  of  her  offspring  if  it  is  let 
alone  and  she  Is  allowed  to  do  so. 
says  a  bulletin  of  the  American 
Oame  Protective  Association.
